L JAVITS LETTER ON ISRAEL - AT LUNCH WITH GHORBAL TO- 
DAY, HE DISPLAYED PARTICULAR BITTERNESS OVER THE SENATE 
LETTER OF "THE 76," MARKING IT AS THE BEGINNING OF "A 
TIMECLOCK WHICH WILL INEVITABLY LEAD TO WAR' 1 IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST. HE SEES THE OBVIOUS RISK THAT ANY CONTINUED 
EFFORT BY THE ADMINISTRATION TO WORK EVENHANDEDLY BETWEEN 
THE PARTIES WILL BE FRUSTRATED BY THE CONGRESS. HE SAID 
HE'D ALSO HEARD THAT A SIMILAR LETTER WAS IN PREPARATION 
IN THE HOUSE. FROM PEOPLE AVAILABLE ON THE HILL TODAY 
WE FIND NO SUCH EVIDENCE, BUT WILL CONTINUE TO PROBE.

1. AT LUNCH MAY 27 INDIAN CHARGE GONSALVES EXPRESSED 
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THE HOPE TO DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY DUBS THAT 
BILATERAL SUBCOMMISSIONS ON AGRICULTURE AND ENERGY MIGHT 
REGISTER SOME PROGRESS IN THEIR WORK. DUBS WAS NON- 
COMMITTAL AND MERELY SUGGESTED THAT U.S. SIDE WOULD 
CONSIDER ANY CONCRETE SUGGESTIONS WHICH INDIAN SIDE 
MIGHT WISH TO ADVANCE IN CONNECTION WITH THE SUB 
COMMISSIONS' PROCEEDINGS.

1. THE BOLIVIAN/GULF BRIBERY CASE. THE BOLIVIAN 
AMBASSADOR WAS IN TO RECEIVE OUR ANSWER TO HIS NOTE RE- 
QUESTING ASSISTANCE IN ASCERTAINING THE NAMES OF THE GOB 
OFFICIALS ALLEGEDLY RECEIVING BRIBES FROM GULF. HE WAS 
MOST DISTRESSED AT OUR INABILITY TO PERSUADE GULF TO PRO- 
VIDE THE DESIRED INFORMATION. HE REQUESTED US TO CON- 
TINUE PRESSURING GULF TO COME UP WITH THE NAMES FORTHWIT. 

WE CONTINUE TO TRY TO CONVINCE GULF OF THE URGENCY 
OF THEIR PROVIDING THIS INFORMATION. IF THEY DO NOT DO 
SO SOON, THE GOB MAY BE FORCED BY POLITICAL AND PUBLIC 
OPINION PRESSURES TO TAKE STEPS TO HOLD UP OR CANCEL 
GULFS COMPENSATION PAYMENTS. THIS. IN TURN, COULD IN 
VOLVE US IN A COMPENSATION DISPUTE WITH ENSUING GONZALEZ 
AND HICKENLOOPER AMENDMENT PROBLEMS ON AID AND MILITARY 
ASSISTANCE. 

2. THE PERU/BRANIFF DISPUTE. FINALLY REALIZING 

THAT WE WERE SERIOUS ABOUT THE SUSPENSION OF AEROPERU

AMERICANS AND ONE DUTCH WOMAN. I EXPRESSED THE USG'S WISH 
THAT COMMUNICATION BE ESTABLISHED WITH THE KIDNAPPERS IN 
ORDER TO FACILITATE A DIALOGUE. I EXPRESSED THE HOPE 
THAT THE TANZANIAN GOVERNMENT WOULD ISSUE A BRIEF STATE- 
MENT EXPRESSING CONCERN FOR THE LIVES OF THE STUDENTS. 
FINALLY I STATED THAT WE HOPED THE TANZANIAN GOVERNMENT 
WAS IN TOUCH WITH THE ZAIRIAN GOVERNMENT ON THIS MATTER. 

I REITERATED THAT THE USG CONSIDERED THAT THE PRIMARY 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR PROTECTING THE KIDNAPPED STUDENTS 
RESTED WITH THE GOVERNMENT OF TANZANIA. BOMANI SAID HE
